XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS.

No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
sar during July, August and September, 1955. 
uly. 

Pressure and Wind.—On the first day of July a depression west of Cape Leeuwin intensified 
rapidly causing strong north to north-west winds over the South-West division. A ridge of high 
pressure extending in a north-westerly direction from an anti-cyclone over Bass Strait caused 
east to north-east winds in the remainder of Western Australia. 


After this depression moved away to the south-east, a succession of weak low pressure centres 
caused north-west to south-west winds in the lower South-West, but in most of the State winds 
were easterly, due to an anti-cyclonic belt across the southern part of the continent. 


On the 20th, another depression developing off the west coast caused north-easterly winds 
over the southern half of the State, and as it moved south-eastward past Cape Leeuwin winds 
backed to the north-west. A succession of low pressure centres then maintained westerly winds 
over the southern half of the State during the remainder of the month. The winds reached gale 
force on occasions, damaging trees, buildings and transmission lines, and causing delays to ship- 
ping. 

Rainfall.—The depression which formed off the west coast on the first day of the month brought 
scattered light falls to the agricultural areas, with heavier falls in the south coastal district. The 


following weak systems gave further scattered light falls, but there were no good general rains 
until the 21st. 


Good rains were registered almost throughout the agricultural districts on each day of the 
following week, and by the end of the month, the normal July rainfall had been exceeded in a 
number of places. However, in most places there were deficits, ranging from a few points to 
over two inches. 


The highest fall for the month was 972 points at Pemberton. A few places in the tropics 
received no rain at all. 


Temperature.—In the first three weeks of the month, the anticyclonic conditions responsible 
for the dry spell caused clear skies at night, and the dry air provided favourable conditions for 
the radiation of heat. As a result there were widespread frosts. Day temperatures in the coastal 
districts were above normal, but elsewhere they were below. These low day temperatures, frosty 
nights and low rainfall were unfavourable for growth of crops and pastures. 


Frosts at times extended into the tropics, and screen temperatures of 31 degrees were re- 
ported as far north as Mundiwindi. After the general rains commenced, days remained cool, 
but night temperatures rose and frosts decreased. 


The highest in the State was 94 degrees at Wyndham on the 25th, and the lowest 26 de- 
grees at Wandering on the 9th and 10th. 


Metropolitan.—For a fortnight or so early in the month weather was finer and colder than nor- 
mal, but by the end of the month rain had fallen on 17 days and totalled 586 points. This is 
about one day and 90 points less than the normal for the month. 


The highest temperature was 68-8 degrees (5-9 degrees above normal) on the 20th, and the 
lowest 38-9 degrees (9:0 degrees below normal) on the 9th. 


There were five days of westerly gales, the wind exceeding 60 m.p.h. on two of them and reach- 
ing 66 m.p.h. at its peak in Perth on the 25th. At Fremantle, gusts up to 74 m.p.h. were recorded. 


August. 


Pressure and Wind.—The month opened with an intense depression passing south of Cape 
Leeuwin and causing north-westerly gales over the southern half of the State. As it passed away 
to the south-east it was replaced by another low pressure centre which maintained the flow of 
moist westerly winds south of the tropics. 


During this month it was noticeable that the high pressure belt was much further north than 
in preceding winter months, and this, combined with the frequent formation of low pressure cen- 
tres off the Leeuwin, was responsible for the persistent westerlies in the south-west and South- 
East Divisions. 


Off the coast very heavy gales were experienced, and storm warnings were issued from the 
Weather Bureau on 23 days. Shipping was delayed and in some cases seriously damaged. 


The anti-cyclonic belt lying over the northern sub-tropics maintained easterly winds in the 
tropics during most of the month, but on occasions there were light westerlies in the De Grey 
and Fortescue Divisions. 


Rainfal!.—Throughout the month, weather was cool, cloudy and showery in most of the South- 
West Division. In a few places rain was recorded on every day, and even in the drier parts of 
the wheat belt rain was recorded on more than 50 per cent. of the days. On the whole the South 
West Division received about double its normal August fall. Flooding occurred in many of the 
South-West rivers. 


Rains at times extended to the De Grey Division where light to moderate falls were recorded. 
In the Fortescue totals were heavier, but further south in the Gascoynes they fell off again. some 
places receiving only 20 to 30 points. 
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In the South-Eastern Division rainfall was light, except in the south-western parts where 
two or three inches was received. In the North-East and Eucla Divisions rains were very light 
and scattered. There were none at all in the Kimberleys. 


Temperatures.—Due to widespread rain and cloud, day temperatures were mainly below 
normal. However, in general, the deficiencies were only small, and night temperatures were 
above normal. 


The highest recorded was 100 degrees at Derby on the 17th, and the lowest 30 degrees at 
Wandering on the 20th. There were a few frosts in the inland districts, mainly on the 29th, when 
one was reported from Mundiwindi. 


Metropolitan.—In Perth rain was recorded on 29 days of the 31. Westerly gales were fre- 
quent, and at the Bureau the wind exceeded 40 m.p.h. on 17 days, and 60 m.p.h. on six. The 
highest gust was 78 m.p.h. from the W.N.W. on the 22nd. In the period 11th to 15th inclusive. 
maximum gusts were 60, 60, 50, 57 and 64 m.p.h., respectively. 


These winds caused structural damage to buildings in many parts of the metropolitan area, 
delayed shipping at Fremantle, and the accompanying heavy seas caused severe erosion along 
metropolitan beaches, undermining sea walls. and beach structures. The high seas combined 
with the incessant rains and westerly gales caused flooding in the Swan Valley. The total rain 


fall recorded at Perth, 1,120 points, is the third highest, and the number of wet days (29) the 
highest ever recorded in August. 


Day temperatures were below normal on all ‘but seven days, but on the other hand night 
temperatures were above normal on all but seven. The highest’ was 66-0 degrees (1-9 degrees 
above normal) on the 11th. and the lowest 43-5 (4-7 degrees below normal) on the 29th. 
On the preceding day the maximum failed to reach 60 degrees, and strong south-westerly winds 
intensified the low temperature conditions. 


September. 


Pressure and Wind.—Low pressure systems moving eastward south of the continent fol- 
lowed by anti-cyclones crossing the west coast caused mainly westerly winds in the southern 
most divisions. Meanwhile in the tropics, troughs along the north-west coast resulted in easterlies 
predominating inland with south-westerlies on the coast. Between the tropics and the southern 
divisions winds backed gradually from south-west in the south to south-east in the north. 

Gales were experienced in the south-west during the first week and on the last two days of 
the month, necessitating the issuing of storm warnings. News of local flooding, received from 
scattered places in the south-west and Goldfields, was followed on the 24th by a report that a 


small tornado had damaged 50 houses, some extensively, in the Swanbourne-Cottesloe area. Apart 
from this, no other damage was reported. 


Rainfall_—Nearly all stations in the central areas of the south-west together with those in 
the Eucla, South-Eastern and Gascoyne Divisions exceeded their average rainfall for the month. 
Pingrup, where there was an excess of almost four inches reported flooding, while a number of 
places particularly in the South-Eastern Division also reported excesses of up to 3} inches. 


In the remainder of the south-west there were as many stations above as below average, 


and although deficits were generally around half an inch, Mount Barker’s total was 103 points 
below average. 


On the other hand stations with high falls exceeded their normal, by as much as 252 points 
at Waroona and 106 points at Chidlow. In the tropics there is usually little rain at this time of 
the year, there were only a few light falls, most places recording no rain at all. 


At almost weekly intervals after the 4th, rains fell throughout the south-west, and between 
the 12th and the 21st and on the 30th extended into the South-Eastern Division. In coastal 
areas of the south-west rain was recorded almost daily, and on the 20th moderate falls were re- 
ported in the Gascoynes. These falls together with lighter ones on the 13th and 30th were re- 
sponsible for higher than normal totals in this division. 


Temperature.—On most days maximum temperatures in the southern half of the State were 
below normal, but in the tropics they rose further above normal as the month progressed, Fitzroy 
Crossing reached 100 degrees on 13 days while Anna Plains recorded 104 degrees on the 16th. 

In the south a number of frosts were recorded particularly during the first half of the month. 
On the 12th, 13th and 22nd the minimum at Bridgetown fell to 30 degrees, and on the last two 
of these days numerous places recorded screen temperatures below 36 degrees. 


Metropolitan.—While the mean minimum temperature for September, 50-1 degrees equalled 
the normal the mean maximum of 65-6 degrees, was 1-1 degrees below normal. 

Temperatures ranged from 42-6 degrees on the 12th to 76-3 degrees on the 23rd and ex- 
ceeded 70 degrees on only two other occasions, the 3rd and 17th when they reached 73-1 degrees 
and 74-4 degrees, respectively. While the mean minimum, 50-1 degrees, equalled the normal, 
the mean maximum of 65-6 degrees was 1-1 degrees below. 

Rain fell in Perth on 16 days to give a total of 296 points. This is 34 points below average, 
although the number of wet days is two more than usual. 


Wind speeds reached 52 m.p.h. from the west on the 30th while gusts over 40 m.p.h. were 
recorded on four other days.
